illegal.

They Foged as roiumercial 8 aî* smeii 
aii I Passed Boiçus Drafts in 
the 8 raallei* Towns. 


N e w V o r k , N o v . 7 .— The police 
authorities here have run to earth a 
quartet of criminals who have been 
floating the country during the past 
few months with dangerous forged 
banir 
drafts, 
anci 
have 
swindled 
banks both in New York and C h i ­ 
cago. 


One of the principals uf the c o n ­ 
spiracy, 
who gives 
his name 
as 


James Thompson, although that is 
fictitious, has been for two days in 
the custody of the police, 
and has 
turned state's evi ience. 


Ijpon this 
eslimony the grand 
jury has found an indictment for 
forgery in the first degree against 
Walter %B. Peters, one of the com bi­ 
nation, 
who was captured in C h i ­ 
cago, 
and is now under arrest in 
that city. 
He will be extradited to 
New Y or k for trial. 


The operations of the gang show­ 
ed great shrewdness, and while the 
suras of money they have secured 
have not been large, 
their arrests 
are considered most important. The 
combination to defraud banks bv 
these bogus drafts was formed in 
the west. 
The members were W a l ­ 
ter B 
Peters, Willis Herbert C o n ­ 
nors, W. H. Smith and Thompson. 
Peters is a lithographer, and did 
m oit of the work, and is therefore 
considered the most dangerous of 
the four men. 
For some weeks Pinkerton men 
have been following the four, and 
have secured a 
great amount 
of 
evidence. 
The plan of the quartet 
was put into operation last June, 
when Peters made a lithographic 
plate of a 
draft 
of the Lincoln 
National Bank of Chicago, on the 
Lincoln 
National 
Bank 
of 
New 
York. 
Smith and Connors were travel­ 
ing through the west, ostensibly as 
drummers, and Peters would fill out 
the drafts and send them on to the 
two men, 
who 
passed 
them on 
hotels and 
business 
houses, 
and 
even in banks. 
Ohio and Indiana 
were worked by 
these 
tw’o men. 
O n September 10 Peters and Smith 
came on to New York. 
T h e y went 
xo the Marlborough hot^l, 
where 
they registered under the names of 
B. S. Matthews and C. C. Jones, of 
Fort 
Wayne, 
Ind. 
While 
there 
Peters began making a counterfeit 
draft on the Park National bank, of 
Cleveland, O. 
After they had been 
in the hotel a few days they b e ­ 
came r'Nghtened and left, leaving 
their board unpaid. 
Later they 
took 
rooms 
at the 
Hotel Albert. 
Peters was known as 
Wra. 
Pierson and 
Smith as Wm. 
Rhodes. 
In the Hotel Albert they 
finished the stone and then printed 
the drafts 
One of these drafts is 
now in the possession of the police. 
It was filled out for $125, and pur­ 
ported to be from the Park National 
bank, of Cleveland, upon the West­ 
ern National bank, 
of New York, 
was made payable to F. A Leslie, 
and 
was 
signed 
“ John 
Sherwin, 
ca shie r." 
Connor was in New York at this 
time, and 
was speculating with J. 
R. Willard Sn Co., bankers, 
under 
the 
name 
of 
Frank A. 
Russell. 
C onnor owed Willard & Co. $6$^ 
and he endorsed the draft and got 
$60 in money on it from Willard. 
A number of the drafts op 
the 
Western 
National 
bank, of 
New 
York, were filled, and Smith, who 
was known as 
“ K i d , " started ouc 
on the road to pass them. 
He got 
as far as Port Jarvis, 
New York, 
where he handed one of the drafts 
to a Votel keeper. 
The hotel 
man 
was too sharp for him and had him 
arrested. 
He was sent to jail at 
Goshen, New York, 
but managed 
to break out. 
Smith moved 
to Buffalo, 
where 
he 
counterfeited 
a draft 
by 
the 
Third National bank, of New York. 
T h e n Smith and Connor went to 
Michigan, where they again posed 
as traveling men, 
representing A. 
L. Fairbanks, advertising agents in 
Buffalo. 
They received bogus let- 
crs 
inclosing 
the 
drafts. 
These 
they passed, and Peters kept filling 
them out. 
So extensive were 
Connor's op* 
•crations in Michigan that the police 
got after him and fioaliy he was ar­ 
rested. 
This was about the middle 
of 
October, 
at Flint, Mich. 
He 
g ave 
evidence against 
Thompson 
and caused 
an 
indictment to be 
lound 
against 
him in 
Michigan. 


The police of ih’ s city were notified 
to arrest .Vhompson, and have had 
him since Monday. 
On Tuesday woid was sent to the 
police in 
Chicago to arrest Peters. 
Extradition papers 
have 
been se 
cured, and 
Detective Vallely will 
leave today to bring him back here. 
Smith 
has 
eluded the authorities 
since his escape from Goshen 
jail, 
but his three pals are all in custody. 
Arrangements will be made with 
the 
Michigan authorities so that 
Thompson 
will 
not be sent back 
there for trial. 
It has 
been found 
that no less than thirty drafts for 
$65 each have been passed 
in the 
west. 
No great amount of money 
has been lost, but the method was a 
very dangerous one to the bankers, 
and the arrests are considered to be 
of vast importance.
